Present Russian Dispositions 


So far as is known the disposition 
of the Russian forces is roughly as 
follows:—The principal concentra- 
tion is in the vieinity of Irkutsk, 
‘where are also the headquarters. 
This is so far from the border that 
‘an invasion in real strength could 
not be lauinched without some delay 

‘moving up troops. On the other 
‘and the Russians have concentrat- 
ed a crack division, the Pacific 
Army, in the region round Viadivos- 
tok, and these troops are believed 
capable of opening a serious offens- 
ive if need be. It is not considered 
‘that, the other Soviet troops on the 
horder are sufficiently strong to 
start a real invasion by themselves.

Border Raids 
Hailar, Aug. 16, 

‘A band of irregular cavalry, 
believed. to be members of the 
‘Young Mongolia Party, raided a 
village eight miles east of here 
yesterday and killed several of the 
inhabitants before Chinese troops 
arrived on the scene and drove 
them off—Reuter. 

Manchuli, Aug. 16. 

A body of Soviet cavalry, esti- 
mated at 700 strong, supported by 
artillery, raided Jalainor, a station 
‘on the Chinese Enstern Railway 
about 22 miles. southeast of Man- 
hull, this afternoon, 

‘The raiders remained in Chinese 
territory for three hours, with- 
arawing about 6 p.m, The Chinese 
forces were in contact with the 
enemy for about an hour, during 
which the Russians. maintained ‘a 
heavy fire while the Chinese troops 
replied with rifle-ire and machine- 
guns. The Chinese report two 
officers, six men and 10 civilians 
‘wounded.—Reuter.

Tooting and incursions into Chinese 
territory. 

'A mestage from Manchuli states| 
that, fearing an outbreak of hostili- 
ties, the Russian and Chinese 
‘merchants there have already with- 
drawn. The Japanese merchants 
fare prepared to follow their ex- 
‘ample, but this is due to business 
depression rather than to any ap- 
prehension that a clash between 
China and the Soviet is imminent. 


No Retaliation Policy 
Declaring that she Soviet had 
‘been increasingly ‘aggressive since 
‘August 16, the Chinese Minister, in 
‘an interviow with the Chief of ‘the 
‘Asiatic Bureau to-day, emphasized 
that Chinese troops had no intention 
‘of retaliating, though they were pre- 
pared to act if the Soviet attempted 
to invade Chinese territory. 

Referring to the Soviet allegation 
that China had broken her promise 
to restore the Soviet officials of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway. to their 
sts, the Chinese Minister asserted 
that ‘the Chinese Government had 
ever committed themselves to any 
such pledge. 

Late last night an engineer was

‘The explosion, which is said to 
have been due to a bomb on the 
railway track, as a fose was found’ 
near by, is attributed to a Soviet 
malcontent —Reuter. 


Complaints About the Whites 
Moscow, Aug. 20. 


‘The official Tass Agency réports 
that, owing ¢o the frequent raids on. 
Soviet territory by White Guards 
‘and Chinese detachments organized- 
‘ed in Chinese territory, the Foreign 
Commissariat has sent a statement 
te the German Embassy for submis- 
sion to the Nanking and Mukden 
Governments. 

‘The statement enumerates alleged 
incidents with a view to proving the} 
falsity of Chinese reports to the 
effect that Soviet troops have at- 
tacked Chinese forces. It specifies 
seven incidents between July 18 and 
‘August 18, of which the most serious 
occurred on August 10, when a 
Soviet border detachment was at- 
tacked near the village of 
Cherniaevo, with the result that five 
Soviet troops were killed and 
‘wounded. It also mentions two at 
tacks on the warship Boadbednota 
in the Sungart River. 

‘The statement says that the Red 
Army on the Sino-Russian border 
‘crossings is the outcome of all these 
taids, but the Soviet Government is 
doing its utmost to prevent its 
troops crossing the frontier, even at} 
isolated points. 

‘The Soviet Government, the state-

Messages from Mukden state that) 
the reports of a Russian eoncentra- 
tion in the Tahetho district indieate 
that the main object of the Russian 
raids across the border is to seize 
foodstuffs. 

‘There is still no confirmation from 
foreign sources of the report that 
30,000 Russians, with machine-guns. 
and 30 field-guns, crossed the border 
on August 16 on both sides of Man- 
chuli, this report being regarded 
here ‘as mythical.—Reuter.

Everything’ 
necessary comes ready to hand, 
whatever equipment is required, 
in school and out of it, makes 
its appearance almost automati- 
cally and the’ natural appetites 
of boyhood are under no serious 
restraint. It is diffiealt for a 
small boy to realize-that money 
has any’ other use than to be.

fact that while the spinners and 
weavers of Lancashire have 
been in a deplorable condition, 
for some years past, the other 
‘elements in the industry respons- 
ible for the work necessary be- 
fore the article comes into the 
hands of the consumer have 
been making substantial profits. 
In other words while the mills 
have generally been losing 
money, the bleachers, finishers 
and dyers have been ‘doing a 
perfectly good business, and 
times at the expense of thes 
mills. We know in China that 
certain Lancashire cloths have

the palmier days they had been 
jin the habit of charging so much 
for the finishing of an article, 
and when competition from 
other sources arrived, meaning 
severe cuts in prices, they 
ignored the warning they got 
that if the trade were to con- 
tinue they must help in meet- 
ing conditions by reducing their 
costs. On occasions, when they 
finally realized that they had 
made a mistake in not reducing 
their charges in their own in- 
terests, the particular trade had 
vanished. Mr. Ramsay Mac. 
Donald is accordingly right in 
his statement complaining that 
there is action actually in 
restraint of trade. Dividends, 
[we suppose, must be maintained, 
land these companies are not to 
Ibe expected to cut their charges 
voluntarily simply to help other| 
people, but it is apparently 
established that cases have oc- 
leurred. where a very short. 
sighted policy has been pursued 
to their own detriment. 

‘Mr. MacDonald, however, does 
not point the way to a better, 
state of affairs, One can imag- 
ine that the formation of al 
huge manufacturing and selling 
lorganization somewhat on the 
lines of the British-American 
Tobacco Company might ultim- 
lately prove the salvation of the 
Lancashire cotton trade, but, 
were such brought into being! 
Inow the harm it would operate 
to @ number- of concerns would 
probably nullify the immediate] 
xain. Perhaps Mr. MacDonald 
fhas in mind nationalization, un-_ 
less his suggested “long, strong. 
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fare, however, certain points 
which we see out here which 
fare not: unimportant as regards 
Lancashire's cotton trade. One 
calculation is that about half-a- 
dozen firms control forty per 
cent. of the British piece goods 
trade here, and the balance is 
being scrambled for by a very 
Jarge number of other firms or 
representatives.

‘business people sent out here 
must do business, they do it 
Jwithout adequate or even any 
margins, cut their prices to the 
lowest, and, it is to be feare 
deal with people whose financi 
and trading standing is decided- 
ly uncertain ‘The result is not 
good in a market where compe- 
tition is not confined to Lanca- 
shire firms but is intensified by 
the presence of representatives 
lof Japanese manufacturers and 
actually of goods manufac 
tured in China under Japanese 





auspices. It is probably not 
too much to say that the 
advantages we have in the 


jquality of the goods manufac- 
{tured in Lancashire are in casi 
thrown away on account of the 
number of people competing 
against each other, for when 
prices go against the Chinese 
dealer of no standing, the mar= 
ket does not benefit by the pre- 
sence of what is practically un- 
wanted cargo, 





In fairness to the representa- 
tives of British firms here, most 
lof whom show decided enter- 
prise, it must be remembered 
that ‘their possibilities of com- 
peting with Japanese are neces- 
sarily limited. ‘The Japanese 
will always have this advantage 
that, working in a country akin 
to theirs, they can establish 
[shops for the sale of their goods 
in small towns where the busi- 
ness would not support a Euro- 
pean salesman, and Japanesq, 
peddlers can work outlying vil- 
Inges. ‘This is obviously im- 
possible for the British mer- 
chant, who has of necessity to 
make his Chinese dealer in the 
‘Treaty Ports the medium through 
which he reaches similar mar- 
kets, There is a belief, also, 
that a certain amount of co- 
operation among Japanese firms 
in regard to sales has been 
brought about in a manner 
}which has not been achieved by 
others, this in the nature of 
trade information, probably a 
black list of undesirable dealers, 
lout not very much more, In 
the state of affairs at present 
prevailing it is not too easy to 
see how this could be worked 
in other circles. But we have 
to face the fact that with the 
advantages the Japanese have 
—ability to send small dealers 
into the country to sell their 
wares, lower freight rates for 
their cargo, and, of the first 
importance, cheaper rates for 
finishing a cloth once it has 
left the factory—it is necessary 
that a better organization should 
be evolved in the English cot- 
‘ton trade. We have not attempt- 
ed to deal with the Home end 
of this problem, but a weakness 
apparent out here has been ine 
icated. It is by no means a 
new one, but it is one of those 
matters which may well be con- 
sidered if Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald succeeds in persuading 
Lancashire to adopt a compre- 
hensive scheme for putting her 
house in order.

On the other hand, there are 
many complete sets of regula- 
tions, of any of the big mari- 
time’ nations, which could be 
used practically complete as a 
basis for real and comprehensive 
shipping laws for China, and the 
adoption of the main features of| 
any one of which would inevit-| 
ably assist enormously in ithe 
realization of China's ambition 
‘to possess a large and efficient] 
mercantile marine, 


Unless and until China has 
shipping laws and regulations 
‘worthy of comparison in their 
general provisions with those of| 
other nations, and unless she 
possesses also a mercantile 
‘marine as efficiently administer- 
fed and operated as the foreign| 
fleets she seeks to supplant, it 
is idle to talk of precluding for- 
eign-owned ships. from partict-| 
pating in the coasting trade of 
the country. It is a hard fact, 
and one which naturally is un- 
palatable to the Chinese, that} 
ithe foreign-owned ships which 
ply along China’s coast and on 
her rivers are very necessary to 
the country’s ‘commercial pro- 
sperity, and that, were they all 
removed to-morrow, the trade of 
the country would’ come practi-| 
cally to a standstill, None can| 
assert with truth that foreig 
owned ships are trading on the| 
China Coast to the usurpation of| 
any Chinese national right, or| 
to the exclusion of any available 
Chinese shipping; and it is 
‘equally the case that the foreign! 
shipowner, in establishing him-| 
self as he has done, has 
abused any of the tenets of free 
and open competition. If any| 
Chinese shipping concern can 
provide ships to compete with| 
and give better service than 
foreign ships, there is every] 
opening for that concern. ‘The 
foreign shipowner in China 
holds no monopoly and has no 
stranglehold on the country's 
water-borne trade. Foreign ves-| 
sels engaged in China waters 
almost exclusively employ com- 
plete Chinese crews with the 
exception of the master andj 
officers. In the case of the lat-| 
‘er, no question at all arises, 
for'there is no such thing as a 
Chinese master or officer or 
engineer holding his Govern- 
ment’s certificate of knowledge 
and competency such as would 
be accepted anywhere in the 
world; apd it is probable in 
addition that the great majority 
‘who are now masters and officers 
‘on ships of their own nationality| 
gained their experience and

Russo-Chinese Tension 
While the telegrams from North 
Manchuria and from Japanese 
‘sources abound in reports of 
counters between Russian and Chi- 
nese troops, we venture to think 
they should still be read with great 
clrcumspection. At this time of| 
tension, with all avenues to negotia- 
tion blocked, nothing is more to be 
expected than sensational reports, 
Dut experience teaches that these 
usually have little or no founda- 
tion, It seems unlikely, on th 
of it that Russia would tal 
of any kind until the arrival in the 
Far East of General Blucher alies 
Galens, who was reported to have 
left the Ukraine for Siberia less 
than a week ago. Furthermore, 
the general course of Russian dip- 
Tomacy since the ultimatum sug- 
gests that she would not actually 
resort to arms without warning. 
If, as reported from two or three 
sourees, Russian troops have oc- 
eupied some Chinese territory, it is] 
possible that this was only a pre- 
caution against White Russian 
activities. Tn the wild regions of 
northern Manchuria and along the 
great loop of the Amur, we are 
told that White Russian adventurers 
fare perpetually raiding into Red 
territory; and if this is true, their 
energies would naturally be much 
stimulated by the Russo-Chinese 
It is probably correct that 
additional troops have been sent 
from Mukden to the frontier. This 
would be natural in the present 
circumstances, and Mukden is near 
enough and’ investigations there 
easily enough made, to enable such 
a report to be verified. What is 
happening at Manchuli and Po- 
granichnaya is another matter and 
caution towards reports from these 
vague regions seems wisest at pre- 
sent.

up “the town. Having secured

time they marched out of the city 
and disappeared.

Present a delegate from the 
Provincial Government, the chait- 
man of the Reconstruction Bureau, 
Mr. Chou Kwan-hung, the Chiet of 
Police Department Mr. Chul 
Kao-ru, the Mayor of Kivkiang, Mr, 
Wa Chao-hsien, and others; in all a 
company of some 40 persons.

‘Makes Escape with Several Mil-| 
lion Dollars

‘The Chinese charlacan who pro-| 
claimed himself emperor of a new 
dynasty, and successfully terrorized 
a large district in” Shantung’ 
Province, has escaped with. several, 
million dollars in loot, according to| 
the Chinese press here. The man 
in question is Ma Shih-wel, and he 
‘made his headquarters at’ Chang- 
shanhsien, He gathered a following 
of several thousand persons, many. 
‘of them notorious bandits, "who 
‘admitted his claims to the Dragon 
Throne, and swore to follow him to 
‘death, if necessary. 

‘The Chinese press claims that 
Ma was directly responsible for the 
rebellion in Shantung led by Gen. 
‘Chang Chung-chang, which they’ 
state, was financed by Ma with the 
understanding. that, “after General 
Chang had recovered Shantung, 
Which he onee ruled, he would set 

nthe Dragon Throne, and 

restore the monarchy.

Amassing Funds 
The Chinese press states that 
bodyguard ‘consisted of 3,000 
men, all wearing queues in definance 
of the government prohibition, and 
farmed with spears and swords.

CHINA FAMINE 





Representative Aroused When] 
Acquainted with Fact:

Probably more ‘than 4,000,000 | 
people are suffering from lack of 
food in China, the Secretary of 
State, Mr. Henry L. Stimson, has 
informed Mr. Ludlow, Representa- 
tive of Indianapolis. ‘Relief mea 
sures are already under way 
through the Chinese Government, 
the International Famine  Relief| 
Commission, and the China Famine 
Relief organization with headquar- 
ters in New York, as well as 
through the American Red Cross, 
‘The full text of a statement by Mr. 
Ludlow follows: 

“The Secretary of State says 
that his department is informed 
that the total number of persons in 
China suffering from want of food 
is commonly supposed to be great- 

in excess of 4,000,000. The 
failure of the food supply, the 
retary of State says, is due 
primarily to natural, as distin. 
‘guished from political causes, I was 
informed a few days ago that my 
(the Seventh Indiana Con- 
district) was being 
intensively canvassed in behalf of 
Chinese relief and this prompted 
me to seck information from the 
Secretary of State in regard to the

‘Cireulars of the most 
character are being sent 
the Seventh Indiana district, urg-| 
ing my constituents to do all they 
can at once for the relief of 
millions of fathers, mothers, and 
children in China, ‘who are ‘repre: 

The circulars 
quote State Department informa- 
Hon to the effect that 4,000,000 of 
the starving may be saved from 
death if funds are made available’ 
‘at once. Literature accompanying 
the letter says that 57,000,000 
Chinese are affected by the famine 
and that, of these, 20,000,000 men, 
‘women, and children are’ actually 
facing’ starvation.

The grain has been| 
given out against these tickets, 
Actually a good many more than 
1,400 have been helped in each’ 
district... The distribution has been’ 
based largely on families in need. 
rather than Individuals, For each| 
family of more than three persons, 
two tickets have been issued, instead, 
of one per person in the’ family. 
Speaking of the actual results of| 
this relief, the travelling secretary 
of the Chahar committee of the 
CLERC. says:—"The writer can 
testify to the far-reaching effect of 
these distributions by visits to 
outlying villages, sometimes over 
100 li from the distributing centres, 
‘each having sent according to the: 
density of the population and extent 
of distress its allotment of needy. 

In addition to grain for relief 
‘money was advanced in the form of 
loans with which the farmers in the 
seriously affected areas could buy| 
seed to plant, so that they might] 
have a crop this autumn, such grain| 
as they had kept for seed having 
been eaten up long ago. These loans

‘men usually have not the ability to 
permit of their keeping the dykes 
‘over which they have charge in the 
‘host condition. So farmers have 
‘uilt houses on the tops of the 
dykes, and as a consequence the 
embankments are to some extent|

the necessary dykes to keep the 
East River from overflowing. ‘Three 
proposed regulation dams will make| 
possible such a reduetion of the flow

{flooding the land along its course. 


‘The works needed to eliminate the 
Jdanger of floods in the province of 
Keangtung could be paid for by 
taxing the farmers $4.60 per mow 
of cultivated land.

THE WHAMPOA PORT 
PROJECT 


Supporters Still Enthusiasti 
$1,000,000 Stolen 





Frox OUR Ow Comnesroxpent 
Canton, Aug. 9. 

So much doubt has’ been cast on 
the practicability of the Whampoa 
Harbour project that it is safe to 
‘say pessimistic prognosticators have 
not digested the facts and figures 
‘compiled by the engineering expert 
‘who should, more than anyone else, 
be in a: position to speak with 
authority on the subject. Major 
GW.  Olivererona, engineer-in- 
chief of the Kuangtung Board of 
Conservaney Works, tackled the 
problem on behalf of the Chinese 
Government, and rendered a report 
that opened the eyes of the reader 
to the decided feasibility of the 
scheme. Canton now is one of the 
Republic's greatest trade marts, 
‘and given a deep water harbour, 
it does not take an engineering 
expert to see that it would have 
‘a rosy future before it; its com- 
merce would be bound to increase 
many-fold. Let a far-seeing gov- 
ernment go farther than to merely 
provide an anchorage for ocean- 
going vessels, and facilities for the 
loading and’ unloading of their 
cargoes, and build a loop to join 
the Canton-Hankow Railway with 
the Canton-Kowloon line; it is 
then impossible to conceive of the 
prosperity which these construction 
schemes should bring to the great 
est city of South China, 


In the old factory days the 
clippers from overseas dropped 
anchor at Whempoa, and discharged 
their freights and took on fall 
loads of tea and silk. Vessels then 
could be reconditioned and outfitted 
ind take on water and provisions 
at Whampon. ‘The Emperor would 
not condescend to allow any boat 
to sail right up to Canton. . With 
the opening of Canton to foreign 
trade, the importance of Whampoa 
began to wane, Besides, Hongkong 
hhas become the port of call of most 
ocean-going steamers, and, except 
during the anti-British boycott of 
1925-1926, as a port Whampoa hi 
been hardly worthy of notice. 


Hongkong’s Fears 

Notwithstanding, the Chinese 
have awakened fo a realization 
that the decadence into which it 
has fallen has robbed Canton of 
rich possibilities, and several years 
ago public subscriptions were 
solicited for stock in a Whampoa 
Harbour project. Foreigners whose 
interests are tied up in Hongkong 
fare apt to throw cold water on the 
scheme, because they believe it will 
rob the Colony of its prosperity, 
‘and divert most business to Chinese 
territory, but impartial students of 
the question do not believe that in 
the long ran Hongkong will be ine 
Jared. Rather the 
round, for the increased transporta- 
tion facilities will encourage the 
‘establishment of new industries in 
the south, which will cause a 
greater volumn of commerce to flow 
through the port of Hongkong, 
despite the fact that many vessels 
may touch at Whampoa rather 
than Hongkong. 

It is also important to bear in 
mind that for several years to come 
the Chinese cannot hope to make 
Whampoa a first-class port. It 
would cost far too large a sum 
‘of money to dredge the channel 
below the Bocea Tigris Forts and 
seldom will ships drawing- more 
than 27 ft, of water be able to get 
over the two bars, though the 
harbour itself, being from 30 to 50 
ft, in depth, can accommodate boats 
of any size, It is apparent, how- 
ever, that, even though the largest 
oats will be precluded from enter- 
ing Whampoa port, by far the 
greater number of those engaged 
in China coast or trans-Pacific 
trade would probably avail them- 
selves of the opportunity of pick- 
ing up cargoes there. 

Estimate of $450,000 

‘The estimate of Major Oliver- 
crona calls for a total expenditure 
of Hk$16,450,000. The develop- 
ment work would be divided into 
three stages, so that at the end 
of three years from the time of 
‘commencement a limited number of 
vessels could be accommodated; 
with the passing of two more years 
there would have been completed 



































additional wharves and warehouses, 
while it would take some five 





years more to put the finishing 
touches to. the scheme. The five 
charves would not be on the side 
of the river adjacent to the military 
‘academy, but along the northern 
bank, Fourteen three-storey ware- 
houses would also be erected and 
a spur line would be laid to carry 
goods to and from the station of 
Chehpei_on the Canton-Kowloon 
Railway, but they could also be 
moved: over the Chungshan high- 
way by motor trucks.

44 Days in Bandits! Hands: 
Torture and’ Murder

Hankow, August 13. 
‘A ghastly story of killing, looting| 
and burning committed by’ bandits 
‘in Honan province was told to th 
United Press yesterday by Mx. Riv 
fan Italian engineer in the employ 
of the Lunghai Railway, who. was 
recently released from the clutches 
of the brigands after 44 days of 
captivity and who is now in Hankow 
for ‘medical "attention. " Dragged 
“barefoot across mountainous regions 
and repeatedly” threatened with 
death, the unfortunate captive had 
to follow the outlaws from town to 
town, walking over 40 miles a day. 
‘The ‘hardships experienced by Mr. 
Riva were appalling, as he was: 
‘made a vietim not only of bandit 
‘terrorism but also the acute famine 
conditions which axe prevailing in 
‘most of the Honan districts.

Famine Rations 

For 4d days Mr, Riva lived on food 
eaten by only the famine-stricken 
population: From day to day he 
‘ras given flour mixed with sand and 
tree leaves.

ATTACK ON TAIHU

and river force set out to attack 
the pirate lair and, after a skirmish 
captured two of thelr boats.

‘moved forward, ‘They were met by 
‘hot fusillade and,” after firing 
three shots,.the gunboat came to 2 
stop. On inguiring the reason tho 
officer in charge found that there. 


‘was no more ammunition nor motor

‘The pirates went ashore and were 
followed dy the troops. But the 
round was hilly and the pirates 
were on high ground, concealed by|

No Clue as to Lifting of 
Gold Embargo 


Osaka, Aug. 16. 
‘The utterances of the Minister of| 
Finance, Mr. Tnouye, either at! 
Public meetings or private con- 
ferences here, have failed to give 
feny clue as to when the gold 
embargo will be lifted, but erough 
hhas been ‘said to indicate the con-

Tn the first place the preparation 
of next. year’s: budget, "embodying 
farther retrenchment, must be com- 
pleted. ‘This will be early this 
winter,

PRICE OF MOTOR TYRES 





Increase of Ten Per Cent. as 
from August 12 


Local distributors of motor tyres 
have beer informed by their head 
offices that the price of tyres in 
China has been increased by 10 per 
cent. as from August 12. It is 
hoped that this announcement will 
stabilize the prices which consumers 
‘must pay. 

Dissatisfaction has existed among 
dealers and the public as well during. 
the past few months, inasmuch as 

“rate” war has existed in the 
trade to the detriment of legitimate 
business. Prices on the same brand 
and size, quoted by _ different 
agencies, differed materially and 
the contumer, if he went on a 
“bargain hunt,” usually found that 
he eventually saved money. Dis 
counts ranged from 15 per cent. 
to 25 per cent., and sometimes were 
even greater, depending on the size 
and wholesale cost of the tyre. 

If there is agreement by the im. 
porters as to price, perhaps they 
may be able to oblige sub-agents to 
establish a fixed price, which should 
ensure them a fair margin of profit.

Provisional Court's Criticism of| 
Doctors 

‘The verdict in the inquest on V._ 
Shapanoff, who was stabbed in the 
‘Russian Invalids Club after an alter-| 
‘eation with P. Suriakoff, was given 
by Judge Kuh and Mr. Stovens at] 
the Provisional Court on August 21, 
after two witnesses from the Vietoria| 
Nursing Home had given evidence 
‘as to the state of the deceased when 
put under their care after he hid] 
yhecn removed from the General! 
Hospital. 

Mrs. Ross, a nurse at the Victoria 
Nursing Home, in answer to the 
judge, said that bromide was given to 
‘the deceased, but had no effect on 
the patient.’ After she had sub- 
mitted laboratory charts of the de- 
coased’s treatment in the Mental 
Ward, Mr. Stevens asked why notl 
ing had been given to thie dece 
to pacify his delitious condition| 
vhich was a result of drink which 
was in his system, In reply Mrs. 
Ross said that they could not do 
anything without the doctor's orders 

Male Nurse's Evidence 

Mr. C. West, British male nurse 
of the Mental Ward, told the Court| 
that the deceased was sent to the 
ward and was reported to be suffer 
ing from delirium tremens. He said 
that when the deceased was admitted 
into the ward he answered different | 
‘questions perfectly well which he 
had asked, but at two o'clock he 
was very restless and was in a state} 
of collapse, He telephoned Dr. 
Bary who ordered that a second dose| 
was to be given to the deceased. In 
answer to the judge witness ‘sai 
‘that he had tended hundreds of eas 
of delirium ‘tremens ‘and that two. 
doses of bromide were usually 
plied. ‘Mr, Stevens disagreed and 
Said that cortain eminent, medical 
authorities stated that ’ bromide; 
should not be given to eases of de-| 
Tivium tremens, ‘as it quiekened the| 
‘rate of death, 

He asked what the exact ballucina-| 
ions were that he saw the déceased 
suffering from.

13, 1929, in the Bfental Ward of the 
‘Victoria Nursing Home by hyperae- 
mig of the brain; and, that tho| 
consequent fever and effect upon the 
heart could have been safely con-| 
trolled and gradually reduced had 
‘there been a proper diagnosis by the 
physicians in charge of the case and| 
had there been exercised reasonable 
and ordinary care and dilligenee in| 
the treatment of the patient. 

“That the statements given in 
evidence by Drs. Yassinsky and 
Bary, to the effect that their patient 
‘was suffering from acute alcoholic 
poisoning, were successfully rebutted 
upon eross-examination and by 
hotter evidence. 

“That the testimony given by Drs.

TRAGIC FIRE IN CANTON 
ROAD 


Womari' and Two Children Lose| 
Their Lives 

AA fire, which broke out in Canton 

Road about 10 am. on August 19 
resulted in the death of two children

SiR FREDERICK WHYTE & 
THE TREATIES 
To the Editor of the 

“ Nosta-Cuina Datcy, News.” 

Sig,—In your issue of August 10 
an account appeared of a speech 

sade by Sir Frederick Whyte at a 
dinner given on behalf of the Royal 
Institute of International Affairs. 

Tf this speech has been correctly 
reported, Sir Frederick Whyte's re- 
marks must have come as a shock to 
those of his friends who had hoped 
that his advisorship to the National 
Government would be exercised in 
the direction of moderation, and pro- 
gress step by step. 

Tn apparently advocating a grace 
ful acquiescence in the immediate 
abrogation of existing Treaties, 
Frederick is reported as 
made the cryptic remark that “the 
watchword in the future must not 
be security but enterprise.” The in- 
ference that in the past the foreign 
trader in China has been lacking in 
enterprise is demonstrably unfound- 
ed, And surely for the encouraze- 
‘ment of legitimate enterprise, as dis- 
tinguished from rank speculation 
Jor mere foolhardiness, a certain 
‘measure of security is essential, 

‘Within the last few days I have 

had oceasion to study the balance 
of an old and well-established 
h Company in China. The 
‘auditor's report contains the follow. 
ing remark: 
‘There are on the books consider- 
able amounts secured by mortgages 
‘on properties in the Interior. Under 
existing conditions the value of 
these assets is uncertain 

‘The appearance of a similar 
qualification to the auditor's 
[certificate of any company operating 
in Europe or America, would 
doubts as to the auditor's sanity. 
Here, however, it passes without 
Jcomment, because the inference that 
in purely Chinese-controlled areas 
no machinery exists which ensures 
the enforcement even of the ordinary 
Fights of a secured creditor, is to- 
day unfortunately.» commonplace in.

Sin—Having been a habitué of 
the Municipal reading room for the 
Jast 17 years as well as a subseriber 
to the library a few observations 
‘on this neglected and ill-managed 
place may prove useful. 

‘The lack of facilities for news- 
paper readers is a scandal. Some 
dozen years ago a reading board 
was installed and on it six local 
papers were attached by means of 
brass rods. ‘The length of this 
board by actual measurement is 13 
ft. and the width of an opened 
aper 3 £t causing one to have 
old one half of his paper up in 

‘ir while the other half 

flat if another reader is 
one's side. There is ample 
pace on the west wall for 
another reading board large enough 
tor two more papers; this space ia, 
now occupied by'n built-up fireplace 
which presumably will never be 
used for its original purpose. 

Of tho six newspapers there are 
only four different two each of one 
morning paper, two of one evening 
Paper and.two others, As often a: 
ot one or more of them is up in 
ome -official’s office and readers 
must wait until itis released. Shang- 
hai has had two evening papers for 

dozen yenrs yet one of them has 
ver beon available for frequenters 
of the reading room. Nor has there 
fever been an outport newspaper in 
the place, 

‘The way the place is managed, 
too, needs a thorough investigation, 
‘One wonders whether any of the 
Hbrary committee ever looks in. 
‘The person in charge leaves about 
7 pm. and then the coolies get busy 
swabbing round the readers’ feet 
making the darnedest nuisance of 
themselves—work which ought. to 
be done in the early morning before 
the place is opened but by doing it. 
at night they ensure an extra hour 
in bed next morning. A similar 
nuisance happens in the cold wea- 
ther when almost every — evening 
there can be seen and heard some 
Gisturbed reader remonstrating with 
the coolies for raking out the fre} 
and stoves, shovelling up the ashes 
and raising such a racket from 
7.15 pm, to 8 pam. that nobody ean 
read for the din. The closing of 
the rooms, too, from 1. p.m. to 2.39 
pam, and during August from 1 pan, 
to 4 pam, eauses very much incon- 
venience to many and nobody ean 
say why the subscribers’ reading| 
yoom is closed all Sunday. If the 
general room is available why not, 
the others? The coolies on Sun- 
days always advanee the clock so 
that they get away in the evening 
by as much as twenty minutes. be- 
fore the proper closing time. In 
fact they can do just as they please. 

Magazines are stolen with 
unity. ‘This is seen at the year's 
end when all the periodicals ave 
bundled up for sale. One can never 
buy the issues complete of any 
periodical for one year. ‘The steal- 
ing of the Christmas ‘numbers of 
the home magazines a few hours 
‘after they arrive became such a 
scandal every year that last Christ- 
mas they were kept behind the 
counter and were only obtainable 
on request.

‘The Council is satisfied with the 
present proposals of the Telephone 
Company and. that all possible 
measures are being and willbe 
adopted with a. view to obtaining 
tisfactory service as speedily a1 
consistent with a work of this 
magnitude, 
‘The question of the future develop- 
ment of the Company is one that 
ll receive the most careful atten- 
tion, Financial offers have recently 
been received by from more than one 
quarter and are being investigated 
informally by the officials of the 
Council and the Company with 
view to their being submitted to the 
Council for consideration at a more 
mature stage. “Having regard to 
the terms of the franchise no offer 
will be accepted except on. such 
terms as may be mataally agreed by 
the Counell and the Company to be 
in the best interests of the sub- 
seribers to the service, as’ ensuring. 
the most economical and efficient 
‘administration of the Company. 
‘The proporal for the adoption of 
a message rate is not before the 
Council and therefore does not at 
present arise, but the Council desires 
to give its ansurance that if at 
any time such a scheme is submitted 
the interest of the subseribera will 
bbe given the fullest consideration 
Tn the meantime, however, Jt is con 
‘sidered that all efforts should be 
concentrated upon the establishment 
ot a sully satisfactory service.

Armed etime continues to! 
decreuse. Reports of armed 
robberies received during the month 
fare the lowest recorded for any 
single nionth during the last two 
years. The return for this parti- 
cular class of crime shows a 
decrease of 50 eases on the number 
of reports received during the month 
of July 1928, and a decrease of 68 
on the number recorded during the 
‘corresponding month in 1927, 
Murder ond Attempted Murder. 
During the month six murders were 
‘committed in the Settlement. Brief 
details of these crimes are as fol- 
ows: — 
On July 5 the body of an unknown 
alé~Chinese bearing a number of 
bullet wounds about the head and 
face was found in the Yue Foh Lee, 
off Avene Edward VIE. The motive | 
for this murder has not yet been dis- 
covered. On July 9 a member of 
the Russian Invalids’ Union, Range 
Road, was stabbed by a fellow 
member during a qearrel and 
succumbed on July 18, His assail- 
ant is at present on remand on a 
charge of murder. On July 23 a 
Chinese was shot dead on Markham 
Road. Two men arrested later in 
connection with a case of kid- 
napping stated that deceased was 
‘a meniber of the same gang and had 
been murdered by his confederates 
during a dispute. On July 28 the 
leader of a small loafer gang was 























assaulted by members of a rival 
gang in an alleyway off North Cho- 
Kiang Road and was fatally 


wounded. On July 29 the. body of 
an unknown male Chinese. was 
found on a piece of vacant ground 
‘off Haiphong Road. ‘The body bore 
[two:deep wounds, one on the head

[Judge Milton D. Purdy in the U. 
Court for China on August 21 in the 
action of Bert F. Jolidan, plaintiff, 
the Yangtsze Rapids Steamsbiy 
©o,, Fed. Ine, U.S.A., seeking to 
recover Tis. "15,000 ‘for alleged 
breach of contract, A counter-clain, 
of the defendant for Tis. 12,000 f 
damages resulting from plaintit’s 
alleged wrongful acts was denied. 

Mr. W. S. Fleming appeared for. 
the defendant and Mr. C, P. Hol 
comb for the plaintift. 

‘The facts of the case as stated 
out that tho 
‘an American corpot 
organized under the laws. 
of the United States and the owner 
of, and engnged in the operation of, 
of steamships plying upon 
the upper Yangteze River between 
Tehang and Chungking and that 
during March 1929, and for a long, 
time prior thereto the plaintift we 
employed by the defendant at a

hhe wag not entited to.a bonus, alter 
same. had. been discontinued. 
Nor was he entitled to: refuse the 
sumrender of hts command, until, 
some American master should be 
appointe 

Further that the plaintift-and the 
five other master of the defendant 
vessels were engaged in a conspiracy 
to hold possession of the steamships 
of which they were in command 
ontil: the various demands made by 
the, plaintiff and his aisoclates. had 
‘been complied with by the defendant, 
and that by Feason, of the refusal 
to,relinquish command, after having 
been “discharged as master, the 
plaintiff. caused a loss to tho 
Feidant of approximately Ts, 1,000 
per day, And that, because of the: 
istanee between Ichang and the 
U.S Court in Shanghai the defend- 
ant was unable ‘to resort, to 
procoedings to obtain possession of 
its property which lapse of time, 
might have resulted in great delay 
and’ irteparable loss and darmaj 
to the company while the vessels 
‘wero tinder the control of the plaint- 
iff and his associnte masters. 

That being confronted with such 
fa situation the agent of the d 
fendant. telegraphed to Shanghai 
for instructions and was told to 
make such arrangements as he 
thought best and that he entered 
into the agreement for breach of 
which this action was instituted. 


Agreement Extorted 
Judge Purdy found further that 
the terms of the agreement were 
dictated ‘by the plaintif?’ and the 
five other masters and were duly 
agreed to in writing by H. E. Case, 
the representative of the defendant 
at Ichang, in order to secure posses- 
sion of the vessels, The following 
ay the defendant sailed for Shang- 
hai in the str. I-Ling arviving here 
on April 12, "The, plaintiff was 
Shanghai from April 12 to April 18 
but during that time the general 
‘manager of the defendant company 
was absent and on April 18 plaintift 
sailed for Iehang and on arrival 
there he received instructions to 
ike cherge of another vessel be- 
ging lo the company and retarn 
*o Shanghai. He arrived in Shang- 
May 6 ‘and was notified of the 
-escision ef his contract of March 25 
and, wae divcharged. Me was paid 
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his salary at the vate of $800 per 
month fer the month of Maren and 
April 1929 together with a bonus 
‘of $500 for the voyage which he 
‘made in the latter part of March 
1929, 

‘The evidence in the case satisfied 
Judge Purdy beyond all question 
that the contract which is the 
foundation of the action was extort- 
ed from the defendant by the unlaw- 
fat acts of the plaintiff who had 
been employed by the defendant 
under a verbal contraet from month 
to month. Judge Purdy thought 
that there could be no question as 
to the-legal right of the defendant 
conipany to discontinue the payment 
‘of tho bonuses and the captains had 
the right to terminate their services 
withthe company at once if they 
felt aggrieved. But, instead of 
leaving the service of the company, 
they determined to compel the com-, 
pany to éither restore the bonuses| 
or make concessions to them in the 
way of salary which would give, 
them substantially the same com- 
pensation as they had heretofore 
enjoyed. 











Chances of Success 

Tt must be apparent that the 
situation of the respective parties 
was most favourable to the ultimate 
success and consummation of such 
a plan, The vessels of the company 
were anchored in the river at Iehang 
and were in the possession of the 
several captains and the United 
‘States Court for China was located 
over 1,000 miles from the scene. 
"The captains knew that in the event 
of differences between the captains 
and the company resort could only 
bbe had by the company in the U.S. 
Court for China which would, 
necessitate a long delay,

employ for at least one year from 
the date of the contract, 


Ought Not to be Held Valid 

It seemed to Judge Purdy that 
the facts in the ease clearly showed 
that the contract was obtained from 
the defendant under duress of its 
property and that it ought not to 
be held as valid and binding upon 
the company, provided that it was 
abrogated and rescinded promptly 
wh.n the company had beet placed 
in the position in which it could 
sectire effectual control anid posses- 
sion of the property which had 
been withheld as an inducement for 
its making, 

According to the modern doctrin 
threats of destruction of property 

duress of goods under oppres- 
fe circumstances will void a. 
contract on the ground of duress, 
because in such cases there is 
nothing but the form of agreement. 
without its substance, 

A contract thus obtained, while 
not absolutely void, is clearly 
voidable, and the defendant was 
entitled 'to abrogate and diasfirm 
it when such action could be taken, 
without further danger to its pro- 
perty or business, providing that 
suck yescision could be made with 
promptitade. 

In dealing with the question of 





















































the promptitude of the reseision of 
the contract Judge Purdy said that 





it must_be remembered that the 
contract was obtained as a result 
of a conspiraiy of six captains, 
‘and that from the evidence Captain 
Yolidon appeared to be. head and 
front of the conspiracy. He is a 
man of strong and resoureeful per 
sonality and notwithstanding his 
profession of extreme modesty’ and 
respectful consideration while. in 
the witness box, his actions during 
the two oF three days prior to the 
execution of this contract show very 
clearly that he isa man of an 
arbitrary, Pugnacious and uncom 
promising character, -and that he 
Was. prepared to carry out his 
threats against the agents of the 
defendant if they had attempted 
by force to deprive him or his asso- 
clate captains of their commands 
after they had been discharged, 

Regarding the question of the 
counter-elaim in which the defénd- 
fant sought damages in the amount 
of Tis, 12,000 for alleged unlawful 
acts, Juige Panly held that from 
the ‘evidence the defendant might 
hhave a cause of action against the 
plaintim on account of the plaintif’s 
Fefusal to surrender his ship, but 
the serious question was whether 
such a enuse. of action could be 
entertained by the court as counter- 
claim or set-off to the action of 
the plaintiff. If-such power existed 
it must be found in some law of 
the United States specitically cover. 
ing the matter. A setoff was a 
mich less. comprehensive term than 

‘counter-claim and was only allowed 

‘actions founded upon contract 
and obligations springing from 
contract. 

Judge Purdy found no authority 
authorizing him to allow damages 
to a defendant by way of a set-off 
arising out of the tortious acts and 
doings of the plaintif€ after the 
termination of his contract, 

AS conclusion of law he found 
that the plaintift was not entitled 
to maintain an action on the 
contract for the reason that it was 
made under duress of the defend- 
ant's property and that it was 
promptly reseinded by the defendant 
when such duress was removed,

[gambling and questioned its’ admis. 

lity. "After discussing 
the ruies of admissibility 
value’ of circumstantal 
[Judge Wu held that there was no 
rule eithor of law oF of logic for- 
bidding the conviction of a. man 
‘upon purely circumstantial evidence, 
s0 long as it was sufficiently strong 
to lead to a reasonable conclusion.

"The name of the addressee was

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Palmerston understood the situs 
tion a good deal better than some 
of his representatives in South 
‘China and wrote to them more than 
‘once very sharply on their failure 
to keep in mind his instructions 
“with ‘regard to the footing of 
perfect equality on which you are 
to place yourselves with regard to 
the. Chinese in. your negotiations 
with them.” AN the ciroumstances 
Jeading up to the so-called Opium 
War are admirably related. A: 
proof of the fact that that’ war 
‘was not, as slanderously alleged, 
fought to force opium upon the 
Chinese, it may be mentioned that 
the trade was not legalized by the 
‘Treaty of 1842, Tt was then ex- 
plicitly laid down by the Britich 
Government, by the way much to 
‘the surprise of the Chinese, that: 
“The Chinese Government is fully. 
entitled to prohibit the importation 
of opium if it pleases; and British 
subjects who engage in a con- 
traband trade must take the conse- 
quences of doing so.” The British 
Government ‘wished to leave the 
‘Ghinese to find out for themselves 
that the only way to bring the 
opium trade within bounds and to 
stop amuggling was by legaliza 

















‘This the Chinese Government did 
ultimately discover in 1858. when 
the traffic was legalized, with an 
enormous immediate reduction in 
the amount of opium imported into 
China. 

‘To show that the British Govern- 
ment was not the only one to hi 
trouble with the Chinese, Mi 
Gilfert gives an illuminating 2e- 
count of the mission of the Ameri- 
‘can delegate, Mr, Caleb Cushing in 
1844, His experiences, as also those 
of Mr, Humphrey ‘Marshall in 
1852-4 and Mr. R. MeLane in 
1854-5, were exactly the same as 
those of everybody ‘ise, and they 
expressed themselves to their home 
government with even greater 
freedom: “Diplomatic intercou 
‘with this people ean only be had at 
the cannon’s mouth,” wrote Mr. 
‘MeLane and Mr. Marshall reported 
that “The Chinese Government 
concedes justice only in the pre- 
sence of a force able and willing to 
exact it. 

‘All this, it may be said, applies 
to the past. Nowadays, itis argu- 
ed, a very different temper pre- 
vails and the safeguards indispen- 
sable in the bad old days can well 
be forgone in the more enlightened 
present. Can they? For this 
‘question we turn to the last chap- 
ter, which will undoubtedly provoke 
much feeling in some quarters and 
controversy in all, ‘There is no 
doubt in Mr. Gilbert's 
the protection of the t 
‘more necessary now than it was 
last century. “His point of view is 
that the Nationalists, inwardly de- 
spairing of thelr ability to fulfil the 
treaties, and taught by the Soviet 
propagandists to regard them as an 
indignity, now demand their aboli- 
Aion ‘in ‘order to be rid of the 
humiliating ‘contrast presented by 
foreign efficiency, when enabled to 
work under treaty protection, and 
their own failures. He writes: 
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with her 

‘This is very strong. 
whole of the chapter is strong meat, 
many people will say too strong, 
and there certainly is a danger 
that this last chapter will prejudice 
readers at home. ‘They will say 
that it overstates the case and the 
admirable effect of the earlier 
chapters may thus be impaired. 
We certainly think that the time 
hhas not yet come for the abolition 
of extraterritoriality and we have 
recently had evidence that the 
Western Government think so too. 
The position in China is too un- 
stable. It is barely a year since 
the Nationalist Government estab- 
lished itself at Nanking: its oppon- 
ents are active and the vast size of 
the country, the poverty of com- 
‘munications ‘and lack of organized 
and centralized machinery of Gov- 
ernment resulting from eighteen 
years of civil war present problems 
Which, with no discompliment to the 
eagerness of reformers, it must take 
years to overcome. The fact of the 
matter is, perhaps, that on both 
sides there is too much impatience. 
‘The Chihese are too eager for the 
privileges which every country in 
‘the world has had to earn by years 
of toil and sweat: and foreigners 
are impatient because they do not 
see the immediate realization of 
promises whieh it must take a long 
ime to fulfil. Nevertheless and in 
spite of many discouragements we

‘And there does not seem to be any 
excuse for that in a city which is an 
island almost in the Atlantic Ocean. 
‘As for American meat--what meat, 
‘what awful meat! How anyone 
‘manages to masticate “American 
meat I cannot understand. I very 
dom had eatable meat in. New 
‘ork. The beef is tough, and like 
‘the fish, coarse and flavourless, even 
when it is eaten in the homes of 
‘millionaires., The mutton is often

‘hungry and not particular, 


‘Vegetables 

I know that Americans complain 
of the cooking and the lack of 
variety of English vegetables, and 
Tam ready to admit that when 
‘eabbage of Brussels sprouts are 
badly cooked they are thoroughly 
nasty. But I do not know that they 
havé much cause to crow over us. 
During the time that I was in New 
‘York I saw little in restaurants in 
the way of vegetables, except pale, 
hard peas, stringy ” beans, and 
asparagus out of tins, for Americans 
have a mania for food out of tins. 
I forgot to mention corn on the cob. 
Perhaps that is because I heartily 
dislike that delicacy, I realize that 
in acknowledging this dislike T am 
committing something like sacrilege. 
But if you are very rich you can 
have fresh peas and kidney beans 
the whole year round. 

“Mfade-in” dishes appear tobe 
‘more popular in America than they 
‘are in England, where people would 
feel greatly annoyed if they were 
asked to pay five shillings for twice-

I. realise, of course, that eaclt 
nation thinks that its method of 
‘preparing food is tho best.

If I were to stay 
fin America for several years I might 
find myself, on my return to Eng- 
and, disliking the English ways of 
cooking, although I eannot believe 
Jthat I should ever dislike the Eng- 
Tish meat itself, which is better than 
any that I have ever tasted any- 
Jwhere. When my American friend 
and I compared notes on food. -I 
}found myself sympathising with her 
because only in first-class English 
hotels could she comfortably start 
the day with orange juice. Ameri- 
can visitors have taught us to eat 
more frait than we formerly did, 
and it is now comparatively easy 
hhere to obtain an orange, an apple 
stewed prunes, or grape fruit for 
breakfast.
